Lakehurst, N. J., July 25.—Because 
of adverse weather conditions it was 
decided early this morning to abandon 
efforts to moor the navy dirigible 
Shenandoah at its mast.

Willing to Let Him Geo. 
“Why, I served two years in the 
National Guard myself,” said Mr. Kee- 
ler last night. “I was in Texas, and 
I am a strong partisan of the guard. 
Mr. Delihant, whom I have not seen 
for several days, due to my absence 


_from the office, asked me to write the 
|letter to Mr. Forman. Why he wanted 


to resign I do not know. It was his 
personal affair. As far as our company 
is concerned, he can take the two 
weeks from work readily. In fact, I 
am sure he wil! reconsider his resigna- 
tion.”

Parking along 
the curb will be prohibited within 
twenty feet of the zone.

New York, July 24.—Intereat in the 
markets veered around once more to 
securities today in view of the reac- 
tion in the commodities after their wild 
upswing of the previous day.

These predictions 
have yet to be realized.
